A dispatch to the department 
from Acting U. S. Consul General 
Alfred T. Wellborn at Tientsin 
said Ward's party of 20 persons 
arrived at 10:30 p. m. Thursday 
(6:30 a. m. PST Thursday). 

They went directly to the U. S. 
Consulate compound and will stay 
there until Sunday when they will 
board the American freighter S.S. 
Lakeland Victory, the dispatch 
said. 

NO MEDICAL AID 

It added that none cf the mem- 
bers of Ward’s party “required 
medical attention.” 

This was the first official word 
received here that Ward and all 
of his party were in good health 
despite their year of virtual cap- 
tivity -in Communist - controlled 
Mukden, Manchuria.

Coast should have less problems 
than in other areas because of its 
greater rate of population growth, 
says Dr. R. G. Bressler of the 
University of California, Berkeley. 

The college of agriculture econ-
